Applicants' argument has been fully considered, but it does not place the 
Application in condition for allowance. Examiner believes that the rejection of claims 1- 
37 indicated in the final rejection of April 30, 2004 is proper based on the broadest 
reasonable interpretation of claim limitations. 

In the previous Examiner's response, Examiner mistakenly stated "assigning the 
branch precedes the activation", where he actually meant to state "the activation 
precedes the assigning of the branch". It is clear from the records that Examiner 
intended to state "the activation precedes the assigning of the branch". Following 
statements are supporting this assertion: 

"the radiotelephone wakes up after sleeping time to acquire a pilot signal and 
assigning a finger (demodulation branch). See final rejection, page 2, under the 
rejection of claim 1 . 

Examiner had stated in the response to argument indicated in the final rejection: 
" the claimed 'activating at least a demodulation branch after a 
predetermined event occur', can be regarded as any event such as a trigger or a 
power-up event Further the claimed "at least one demodulation branch" can be 
interpreted as all the demodulation branches, and that is in contrast with Applicant 
assertion that only one or few branches are activated to save power as argued with 
reference to the specification. Examiner also notes that the assignment of the finger in 
Strom reference after the activation of the searcher is for the purpose of activating the 
finger so that demodulation of received signal can be earned out". 
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Therefore, and in contrast to Applicants assertions, it is clear from the records 
that statements and fact are present that supports "the activation precedes the 
assigning of the branch". 

Since prosecution on the merit is closed based on the finality, the argument 
above is presented as a courtesy to Applicants.
